Just exactly what is vocation- 

al guidance? Don't be embar- 
rassed if you don’t know the 
answer, The truth of the matter 
is that probably the majority of 
the parents of school age chil- 
drén in this country ave in the 
same boat as you, 
* Frankly, insofar as the over- 
whelming majority of American 
educators is concerned, this is 
not a good situation, You need 
to know about vocational guid- 
ance and what it means because 
you owe it to your children to 
know. 

Basically, vocational guidance 
is simply this; a service provid. 
ed through our school systems 
to assist pupils in making intel. 
ligent decisions regarding sub- 
jects which will prepare them 
for their life's work. You've 
heard the saying abouta “square 
peg in a round hole” and it is 
unfortunately true that too 
many human beings find them. 
‘selves in this predicament when 
it is too late to do anything 
about it, or when it means giv- 
ing up seniority or financial 
security in order to shift oc- 
cupations, 

As a result, it is undoubtedly 
true that fine talents are wasted 
because young men and young 
women aren't doing that for 
which they are best fitted or in 
which they are most interested, 

At the risk of oversimplifying 
the problem, let's say that the 
primary function of vocational 
guidance is to: prevent an 
Square’ pegs from getting in 
round holes.

Sters are asked, “What do you 
want to be when you grow up?” 
The most popular answers are 
always locomotive engineers, 
policemen, nurses, movie Stars, 
doctors, forest rangers, firemen, 
and maybe. bus drivers; but 
these answers are dream an- 
Swers, In just a few short years 
Some of these same youngsters 
may be thinking seriously about 
engineering, education, journal- 
ism, banking, law, medicine, or 
business administration, ;

Let's take a look, for example, 
at Bill, He could be in any high 
school in ‘America, 
Bill’s mind?
